1. No TALENT photography of the USSR or European Satellite area, 
sanitized in accord with procedure described in this Annex, will be 
released from the TALENT Control System without specific case by case 


2. TALENT photography of the {SSR and European Satellites may be 
Sanitized by the Armed Services ia CIA/PIC at the Washington level 
in the following manner: ?

a. Only selected prints: positives, and uncontrolled 
mosaics in a sequence which will not permit reconstruction 

of track, may be sanitized. 


b. Sanitization willbe accomplished by altering the 
original photography by form of enlargement or reduction, 
cropping of original fiducial marks, and concealing the 
identity and altitude of: the reconnaissance vehicle. The 
resultant scale, format,. configuration and titling will be 
consistent with other and likely equipments and procedures 
which could be used, In addition, sanitized TALENT photo- 
graphy will adhere to the following conditions: 


(1) Photography will bear no reference to 
TALENT or CHESS.
